MORTAR THE SOLUTION. 


An English County Council Has At- 
tacked the Dusty Roads Problem 
With Success. 


The county counctis in have 
tackled the dust problem a the coun- 
cil in Breconshire has recently finished 
up a six months trial of a dust-laying ; 
idea. In commenting upon the, success 
of the idea attention is called to the 
fact that along a new stretch of road 
the grass was as green as if newly 
watered, while along the old road the 
grass wes whitened by the dust. 

It seems that the solution of the 
problem ts very simple and it consists 
of using a binding material of mortar- 
like character, which as it hardens 
tends to solidify the road material and 
thus diminish the dust. 

The inventor says that the idea came 
to him by noticing that where mortar 
had been mixed on the roadway the 
surface became as hard as a stone. It 
then occurred to the discoverer. that 
the use of a special artifical binding 
would both lengthen the te of the

Concerted Action Imperative 


at Convention.

State Should Be Divided Into 


Two Sections. 


— — 


Supervisors May Be Deprived 


of Their Powers. 


Action by the State Legtelature to 
form better laws for the uniform pro- 
tection of game and fish probably wil! 
be demanded by the delegates to the 
convention of the California Fish and 
Game Protective Association. which 
will meet at Monterey, November 9, for 


three days. 


California has been in a state of tur- 
moi for some time owing to the con- 


Metin game laws of the various coun- 
ties, the Supervisors being clothed with 


authority to make the laws as they see 
the need of them in their respective 
counties. Hunters claim that existing 


laws make it easier to commit viola- 
tions and constant friction is caused 
on the border lines of counties, besides 
affording little real protection in lo- 
calities where local sentiment favors 
indiscriminate shooting. 

In order to lay out plans for tho 
formation of the proper laws to im- 
prove conditions so as to have uniform 
and comprehensive statutes, W. G. I. 
Tucker suggests that the Southern Cal- 
ifornia delegates should, through the 
executive officers of the clubs they rep- 
regent, get togethér in the next few 
days and outline the changes needed 
to givé the most effectual protection 
de the fish and game in this section. 

NEEDS OF THE SOUTH. 

“Such a caucus should agree on the 
needs of Southern California,” said Mr. 
Tucker, last night, “so that the dele- 
gates could go before the State body 
as a unit and have their views draft- 
ed into a resolution which later may 
be emBodied in a dill to go before 
the State Legislature looking toward 
remedying any defects existing in our 
game and fish laws. The southern del- 
egates should carry the olive branch 
to those from the northern section of 
the State in order t no time may 
be wasted, after convention is 
called to order, in getting down to 
business. 

Mr. Tucker formerly was secretary 
of the Minnesota State Game and Fish 
Protective Association, which he or- 
ganized: and secretary of the Minne- 
gota State Dog Protective Association. 
He assisted in the organization uw’ 
mine other State associations, and 
drafted many of the game protective 
measures adopted in the northwestern 
States. It was his initiative, abso, 
that brought about the big interstate 
convention at Chicago in 1897, which 
resulted in the adoption of uniform 
game and fish laws in the Northwes- 
tern and Central States. At that con- 
vention 340 of the largest assuciations 
in the country were represented. 


, HARMONY NECESSARY. 


“As you ask for my opinion and any 
can give,” said Mr. 

Tucker, 1 iii say that some very 
radical changes in the game and fish 
laws are needed, but the spirit of sec- 
tional selfishness should be eliminated 
in such remedial legislation. 
California, because of its extreme 
length, has many climatical and geo- 
graphical, conditions affecting its game 
and fish supply, that are not common 
to any other State. The time for an 
open season in the south has very lit- 
tle bearing on a proper season for the 


extreme north. As much as all sports 


men dislike wubdistricting in one com- 
monweailth, because of the added trials 
of game wardens in getting convic- 
tions for infractions near the border 
lines, yet it could be possible to make 
two general districts—above and below 
the Tehachepi, respectively; and by 
this means take from county Super- 
visors the pewer of modifying, in any 
way, the State laws on the plea of 
public necessity. 

The topography of the State will 
make it forever impossible for the 
game open and close seasons in all 
parts of it, and it is but right that 
such dual legislation should be en- 
forced. If further subdistricting 
should, at the present time, appear 
advisable, it will be t met by 
substituting Congressional districts for 
county boundaries. It is better to 
work out changes cautiously, and 
when two years from now the advan- 
f of Congressional over county 
districts generally is recognized, it will 
be much easier to carry through the 


which the general public is interested. 
There is a far more important side 
than the sport that attaches to the 
taking. First and foremost, game 
and fish f the great natural food 
supply which is the property of the 
State and in which the individual, 
when having reduced it to his posses- 
sion, has only a qualified ownership; 
for the taking and using must con- 
form to the statutes regulating the 
same. The person who wantonly de- 
stroys or takes more game and fish 
than individual uses require, is en- 
croaching on dangerous ground; and it 
certainly is detrimental to others’ in- 
terests to permit the sale of any 
game, bird or fish, and encourages 
waste of a very important food sup- 
ply. 

“Such a broad construction of this 
sub is naturally met with opposi- 
tion—but for the most part from mar- 
ket hunters, commission merchants 
and hotel men who. view the matter 
wholly from a mercenary standpoint; 
but true sportsmen concede that the

and constantly pushed until every man, 
whether he shoots much or little or 
mot at all, has a correct understand- 
ing of what protection ts intended to 
accomplish. By those who have but a 
cursory knowledge of the subject it is 
too often supposed that pgotective 
Measures are enagted for the sole 
benefit of sportsmen. Unfortunately 
there are men who shoot and fish who 
have become imbued with “this idea 
themselves. I will state positively 
and distinctly that I always have and 
always will antagonize any effort by 
individuals or clubs to have protective 
measures passed for a selfish purpose. 
The laborer who has but a day at 
long intervals to pass in hunting; and 
the farmer boy or man who occaston- 
ally goes into the Gelds, have just as 
much interest in game and fish as the 
richest sportsman— no man is above 
the law and none below it.’ 

THE TRUE PROTECTIONIST. 
“An officer of the executive board of 
& protective game and fish association 
should scorn to accept pay for his 
services. The true protectionist is he 
who has no ‘ax to grind’ and is will- 
ing at all times to advance 
interests, except where’ attention to 
other duties will not permit. There 
are many such sportsmen in Southern 
California who would appreciate the 
honor of engaging in such work, and 
whose personality would carry con- 
viction to the public that the protec- 
tion and conservation of game and fish 
as a natural — is of as mu 
moment as subjects in which other 
public bodies are interested for a gen- 
eral good. 

“Whatever is done at the coming 
convention, let the one principle pre- 
dominate—uniformity of game and fish 
laws. And to give greatest effect to 
the work of the California Game and 
Fish Protective Association, every del- 
egate shayld promise to secure a 
pledge from his legislative representa- 
tive that the association would be 
given recognition, making it @ legal 
auxiliary to the State Board of Gam 
and Fish Commis#ioners; conferring 
upon its executive and district officers 
the powers of game wardens (without 
pay,) thus adding to the effectiveness 
of protective measures; and lessening 
the expense to the State in securing 
convictions. 

“As to what should or should not 
be the open seasons; as te what should 
constitute a Umm im the taking of 
game or fish; what additional pro- 
tection should be given salt water 
game fish; and the other subjects that 
will come up at the convention, the 
Southern California delegates who will 
go to Monterey are better able to state’ 
as those are subjects which it would 
be presumptuous for me to pass on; for 
fam not affiliated with any of the lo- 
cal clubs. But the views I have ex- 
pressed are in accord with my work 
along similar lines in the Northwest, 
and which, after years of trial, have 
proven eminently satisfactory.”

The labor conflict in France still 
continues. The workmen declare that 
they are determined to struggle until 
the employers capitulate, while the 
employers, apparently equally deter- 


The labor agitations in recent years 
are said to have had an important ef- 
fect in leading to a “concentration of 
industries.” In 1896 there were 2,344,- 
471 independent establishments in 
France: 1901 the total number of such 
establishments was 2,245,356, a dimi- 
nution in five years of nearly 100,000 
establishments. The number is now 
said to de very much smaller. The 
small establishments are reported to 
have been the ones which have largely 
gone out of business. During the pe- 
riod of 1896 to 1901 no less than 102,- 
355 small firms disappeared, while es- 
tablishments employing from 21 to 100 
workmen increased by 2535, and the 
number of large firms, employing more 
than 100 workmen each, increased 
from 3918 in 1896 to 4623 in 1901. The 
present agitation, with a demand for 
shorter hours and increased wages, is 
said to have added greatly to this con- 
centration of business in certain lines

FRANCISCO. 


Materials and Labor Constantly 
Changing in Value—Contractors 
Cannot Make Definite Figures Un- 
til Work le Fully Completed—Ask 


Ten Per Cent. Gross. 


[Seattle Times:] San Francisco 
building contractors will not quote 
figures on the construction of new 
buildings. The only method by 
which contractors will accept new 
work is to specify that they shall 
be pald 10 per cent. on the actual cost 
as their profits, granting to the own- 
ers of property the privilege of buying 
supplies wherever they see fit and 
making the best possible terms for la- 
bor or any other consideration that 
enters into the costs. 

The chaotic state of the labor and 
building material market is interfer- 
ing with the erection of permanent 
structures in the Golden Gate city. 
Most of the property owners who are 
building again are erecting tempo- 
rary buildings. The brick and steel 
structures golug up are those that 
were partially completed at the time 
of the earthquake while others that 
were slightly are being re- 
paired or rebuilt. Not until conditions 
readjust themselves will heavy prop- 
erty owners attempt to erect perma- 
nent structures. 

Edward Hyams, Wwe a heavy 
holder of Seattle real estate and was 
at one time interested in business 
here, is in Seattle. Mr. Hyams com- 
pleted a three years’ European tour 
and was in Seattle on his way home at 
the time of the earthquake and fire. 
He is now rebuilding. Speaking of 
conditions in San Francisco he said: 

“It is absolutely impossible to esti-' 
mate labor’s future demands. 
result contractors cannot do anything 
but take work on a 10 per cent. basis. 
One does not know now what lumber 
or other building material may cost 
tomorrow nor is it at all certain what 
labor will demand as wages in the fu-

But the man who rushes into the path of, an 
oncoming trolley car traveling fifty miles an hour and 
snatches a baby, laughing unconsciously upon the ties, 
from the jaws of death, finds his act proclaimed in a 
manner just as impressive, just as sensational. 

So long as the news columns of the papers are taken 
up so largely with crimes, records of degeneracy, the 
misery of a damily here and there, the destruction of a 
city by fire or flood, there will be cause for rejoicing in 
the minds of men that virtue is not news, that prosperity 
is not abnormal, that patriotism is not unusual, that 
homes where peace and parental and filial affection rule 
are not rare, that good health is the normal condition of 
mankind, and that pleasant weather prevails 360 days 
out of the year. There will be no change in the policy 
of the newspapers until virtue becomes so rare that it 
will be impressive news, until misery becomes so uni- 
versal that an instance of prosperity will be like a ray 
of sunlight breaking through the tempest, until the 
world shall be full of decrepit, sickly, diseased persons 
tottering through the street with here and there a single 
specimen of robust health to break the sad monotony. 

Of course there are two ways of handling the record 
of crime and degeneracy. The yellow paper that lives 
on sensation makes these abnormal things in human 
life seem trivial by the flippancy with which they are 
treated. Shakespeares “Merry Wives of Windsor” is 
disgusting in its coarse betrayal of lust, hut the play of 
the great dramatist will never lead the steps of any hu- 
man being downward into degrading indulgence.

An ILLUSTRATION OF MUNICIPAL 
METHODS IN SWITZERLAND.

ERMATT, Oct. 14.—There are places in Switzer- 

land where the ancient, communal organization of 

human society runs somewhat closer to the old 
lines, but nowhere else has it been brought more directly 
into touch with the twentieth century life of the outside 
world than in this Alpine valley; nowhere else can it be 
studied more readily than here. 

Measured by the surveyor’s chain, the distance be- 
tween the village of Zermatt, at the valley’s upper, 
southern end, overshadowed by the weird, obelisk-like 
mountain known as the Matterhorn, is only twenty-one 
and a half miles from the great trunk railway line which 
connects Paris and the civilized west with Constanti- 
nople and the mysterious east by way of the new Sim- 
plon tunnel.

were to be as free as air and light. He had to work to 
get them, but no one could prevent him from .taking 
them. The same plan is theoretically in force today. 
When there was a surplus it was divided among all the 
householders, and so it is today, at least ostensibly. But 
there have been some changes. Perhaps, in the old 


days, even, there were times and circumstances which 


made the practice a little different from the theory.

But its people, the real Zermatters, who dweli 
here the year round, are still almost as primitive in their 
ways of living, if not as unsophisticated in all things, as 
were their forefathers, who, crowded out of the Rhone 
Valley, climbed this steep and narrow cleft in the heart 
of the high Alps in search of homes and a livelihood 
some 700 or 800 years ago. le 

They had fairly to force their living from the scanty 
patches of soil which cling to the valley's steep and 
rocky walls, and the narrow, crooked strip which lies 
at their geet; so, also, do the Zermatters of today. They 
held most of the land in common, the community decid- 
ing how much each of its members was entitled to use 
every year, and so do their successors.

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The Railroads of Chi 


DIFFICULTIES WITH WHICH Sur 
PERS HAVE TO CONTEND. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HE government railroads of Chile present one of 
T ax most striking examples of neglected opportu- 
nity, and misapplied and unapplied effort, to be 


found in all of South America. This is principally be- 


cause they are in politics, After the splendidly-run 
roads of Argentina they are particularly disappointing 
and form but a poor argument for goverriment as op- 
posed to private ownership. Even the highest of the 
railroad officials are but poorly paid, and, being sure of 
their position only during a single Presidential teym— 
and not always for that time—must depend on vigorous 
“personal effort” in amassing a private fortune suffi- 
ciently large to permit them to retire on when they find 
themselves out of work. These opportunities usually 
present themselves in the form of contracts for coal, 
rolling stock, construction, etc., and you can never judge 
a railway official's financial standing by the salary he is 
receiving. 

This is a very good system from the standpoint of the 
officials, but it is a little hard on the public, and is one 
of the greatest obstacles in the way of the rapid develop- 
ment of the country. A railroad is not a South Ameri- 
can insiitution, and consequently should be managed on 
a business basis. As it is, the government roads are 
operated at a loss; under active European or American 
management they would be among the best dividend 
payers in the world, and the country would develop 
more in ten years than in all of its previous existence. 

The great inland valley that constitutes the principal 
part of Central and South-Central Chile has a magnifi- 
cent climate, and is one of the best watered and drained 
and one of the most fertile sections of temperate South 
America. In that it Mes between a low coastal range 
of mountains and a higher range in the interior, it is 
comparable to the California valleys of the San Joaquin 
and Sacramento, but unlike these valleys, it is drained 
by numerous small rivers that traverse it latitudinally 
and empty into the sea instead of one great 
longitudinal artery. It is cooler in summer and milder 
in winter than the Central California valleys, its general 
aspect is more attractive, and it is dar better watered, 
both by rain and by river. 

It is this rich valley, or succession of valleys, from 
Santiago south to Vaidivia and Osorno, that is suffering 
most from the inefficiency of the railroad service. There 
is traffic enough for the first 300 or 400 miles to keep a 
double track busy, and good service might develop busi- 
ness enough to warrant four tracks in time. Yet the 
present service is carried on with a single track, and a 
very scanty and jill-arranged system of sidings. The 
road being in politics, the passenger service, in many 
respects a distinctly good one, is given much more at- 
tention than the freight because it falls more directly 
under the eye of the voting public. The freight depart- 
ment is, and has been for many years, in a fearful 
of demoralization. - 

Along the 300 or 400 miles of old line between Santiago 
and Concepcion there is sometimes sufficient warehouse- 
age provided at various of the stations to protect the 
valuable and perishable freight; south and west from 
Concepcion to the frontier there is practically nothing, 
and freight of all classes gets the benefit of everything 
that is coming in he way of sun, rain and robbers. I 
saw some very pretty little packing cases containing 
American typewriters and cash registers lying half sub- 
merged in mud at one station, and at another a consider- 
able consignment of “Made in U.S.A.” stoves buried 
away under a mountain of tan bark. It was impossible 
to tell where the rust left off and the tannin began. 

This tan bark, one of the chief products of the frontier, 
leaves its mark upon everything with which it comes in 
contact. On one of the trains by which I traveled was a 
well-fed, important-looking lady accompanied by a par- 
ticularly dear little mite of a lap dog. She managed by 
adroit manipulation to smuggle the little pet over half 
of her journey before it came to the notice of the con- 
ductor. Then, as some official chanced to be aboard, 
tears and tips availed nothing, and poor “Poquito” was 
unceremoniously dragged off to the baggage car, there 
to be confined among some mail sacks that for several 
hours had been absorbing the drip from a pile of tan 
bark. When the little treasure was borne away he was 
beautifully combed and perfumed, and in color a shin- 
ing silver white; when he was restored to his mistress, 
just before reaching her destination, the combing and 
perfume had vanished with the shining silver white and 
the little angel was mottled with dull liver-colored 
splotches like an ill-bred pointer pup. I never suspected 
how thoroughly despicable the railroad people really 
were until I heard that well-fed, important-looking lady 
explain it as she left the train. 

Sometimes the tan bark acts more seriously. Out on 
the frontier, at Pitrufquen, a pile of it, for a year or 
more, lay awaiting shipment in close juxtaposition to a 
stack of wheat. Of course the sacks that lay in contact 
with the bark came in for a heavy infiltration of tannic 
acid, and, when finally shipped to Concepcion, were 
promptly refused by the big English mill. Ultimately 
they fell into the hands of a thrifty Italian, who ground 
up the wheat in a small horse-driven mill and sold it at 
reduced prices to the women who make tortillas and em- 
panadas to vend on the streets. Their wares had to 
‘be cooked up brown anyway, so the color of the tannin 
did not show in the tortillas and empanadas, but it came 
out so strongly in their customers that an analysis of 
the stomach of one of the first victims gave an assay 
strong enough to have converted green hide to indurated 
sole leather. The fine inflicted on the Italian consumed 
nearly the entire profits on his cleverly-conceived corner 
in tannic-aciduated wheat. A few ef the victims recov- 
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ered, and, as far as I can see, ought to be better off now 
than they ever were. The Chileans of the lower class 
have to eat some very terribie-looking messes, and, for 
their own good, probably the next best thing to a stom- 
ach surfaced with copper is one lined with leather. Per- 
haps the prime ideal may be attained when the railroad 
people see fit to hold up a shipment of “Drifted Snow” 
flour in the same yard with a consignment of sulphate of 
copper ore. “God moves in a mysterious way,” ete. 

I spoke in the previous paragraph of freight lying dor 
a year or more at a station awaiting shipment. That 
seems a long time, but it is really nothing for Chile. 
When freight comes to a yard for shipment it is the cus- 
tom to mark each consignment with the date of its ar- 
rival. In Victoria, a town of 10,000 or 15,000 people, I 
was taken to the station yard by a prominent citizen of 
that place and shown piles of lumber bearing dates from 
1898 down to the present year. It was quite unpro- 
tected from the weather, much of it was soggy and 
worm-eaten, and the remoter dates were often barely de- 
cipherable. It was quite like genuine archaeological re- 
search, that poring over those mustyenumbers. I was 
told that the reason (or the trouble was that the rail- 
road was continually short of cars and that these par- 
ticular shippers had not had the money to pay for prefer- 
ential treatment from the station authorities. . 

I was also assured that there had also been other piles 
of lumber of still earlier date, but that these had dis- 
appeared in entirety, stolen piece by piece. Next to de- 
lays, thieving is the worst difficulty with which Chilean 
shippers have to contend. For this, of course, the rail- 
road authorities in Santiago are responsible only in that 
they fail to furnish proper safeguard. Freight in tran- 
sit is no wore exempt from this practice than that in 
the yards and a shipper’s troubles are by no means over 
when he has succeeded in getting his goods into a car. 
That freight is in transit does not necessarily mean that 
it is always in motion, and in this country there are 
often cases of cars being sidetracked for weeks at a 
time. There is a watchman at every station and he is 
the first person arrested every time a particularly no- 
ticeable amount of freight is missed; which is quite 
equal to the naive custom they have in Rio de Janeiro of 
arresting the policeman on whose beat a burglary occurs. 
Of course the watchman knows where the stolen goods 
have gone, but it is never possible to prove that he 
knows, and they let him retain his job for fear that an- 
other man might be worse. Those who ship freight over 
the Chilean railways do so at their own risk as regards 
recovery of losses from the company, and it is only on 
certain Classes of practically non-stealable goods, such 
as heavy machinery and the like, that insurance may be 
written. . 

The custom of licensed stealing is yf common one all 
over South America, but it is more noticeable in Chile

who have any opportunity to steal; any deficit that may 
remain he recoups from the public. Government offi- 
cials, of course, are allowed more latitude of execution 
and are seldom prosecuted under any conditions.

It must be ex- 
plained that the cider we had procured by walking two 
long miles after it, to the nearest farmer's press, carry- 
ing with us a big water pitcher, one that could be con- 
cealed under a great, charitable cloak. A delegation of 
no less than four always undertakes this walk:

The one Vassar tradition sacred to all the students is 
that of the founder’s ghost appearing in the chapel at 
midnight hour of every Halloween. This weird spirit, 
so the story goes, wanders through the big room, out 
through the double doors and down the main stair- 
case to the front door.

Matthew Vassar, the philanthropist of 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., accumulated a large fortune and 
established this college for women in 1861. The busi- 
ness in which he made his money is ¢aithfully commem- 
orated in the song: ö 
“If it wasn't for beer 

We wouldn't be here.” 
The venerable founder died while reading an address 
to the trustees of the college, June 23, 1868. Ever since 
mis death, the college girls have had strange misgivings 
concerning the chapel at night, and especially on Hal- 
loween. : 

To resume. The three, mattresses were spread out 
upon the floor and prepared for the seven sleepers, now 
wide awake with merry-making.

N the midst of sockless savages, saturated with canni- 
balism, sorcery and fetish beliefs the English Baptists

The tribes around Yakusu have been cannibals. Some, 
forsooth, still are, but they are epicures with dainty 
palates and only devour certain tasty individuals. Wom- 
en and children are never eaten, only adult men. The 
women are too precious to eat; they are the riches, they 
work in the fields, make pots, draw water, are too val- 
uable for food! Neither are the men considered edible 
if dying of maladies or injured in accidents. The heads 
of people used for dood are rejected, but the teeth are 
extracted for ornaments. The hands of the victims, 
after some Gays, ere considered Cell 
The Anti-Hill Church was constructed by men who 
were raw cannibals four years before. It is a creditable 
building made of brick and capable of seating five hun- 
dred savages at a time. The ant hills are thereabouts 
of monstrous size. I climbed to the top of one twenty 
feet high. Three of these hills furnished sufficient clay 
for the bricks for the big church. It seems almost im- 
possible that men so recently cannibals should have 
done this, but I was there and saw it with these two 
eyes. 

And now: there is a mighty religious awakening in all 
that ant-hill region. In one year’s time eighty schools 
have had to be opened and hundreds are professing con- 
version to Christianity. It is a mighty movement. The 
heroic missionaries who are responsible for so many 
cannibals quitting human meat feasts are constantly 
subjected to fever. Indeed my secretary almost died 
there, and I myself had two attacks of the fever while 
at Yakusu. And yet the men and women who have gone | 


out from comfortable homes in Britain make no word 
of complaint and gladly do their work of humanizing, | 
civilizing and Christianizing the savages on the Upper | 
Congo River. I take off my hat to them. Their devo- 
tion to duty is beyond all praise. 

Across the Congo and directly opposite the Yakusu 
mission is the wood tract of the institution. As a part 
of the industrial work of the station excellent African 
timbers are delled and brought into use. These are 
found on the south bank and within half an hour’s ca- 
noe journey. Pine, teak and mahogany have been 
brought over and used in the construction of the sta- 
tion buildings. One tree yielded between roots and the 
first branches four hundred plank thirteen feet long, a 
foot wide and an inch and a half thick. . Canoes are hol-

The natives were obliging enough to give me a prac- 
tical illustration of their pugnacity. One night a woman 
who had some fish to sell offered them to a man. But 
another man wanted the fish and said: I want you to 
sell the fish to me. The other man has no money, but 
I have and will pay you for them.” But the woman per- 
sisted on selling the fish to Number One because she 
said she owed them to him. Now, she had been recently 
tharked on the shoulder after a tribal custom when 
a woman comes to maturity, and her wounds were not 
yet healed.

It seems the tamarisk is not very well known, though Over-Shading. * 
by no means uncommon, Its leaves and general char- 
acter are, however, so very different from others, it will 


be readily recognjzed from a slight description. The 
wood is slender and willowy, of a reddish-brown color; 
while the foliage resembles that of some evergreens, 
giving the whole a feathery appearance beth odd and 
pretty. Many have mistaken it for a finely-foliaged 
cypress. Nearly all palms thrive at the coast, but need 
protection from strong winds or the leaves are torn into 
unsightly strips. For shade trees. many acacias, sev- 
eral eucalyptus, privet, cypress, several pines, Catalina 
cherry, locust and the cork oak with plenty in reserve. 
Among smaller plants are: lupines, bottle brushes, lav- 
ender, many cacti, especially the opuntias, aloes, agaves, 
yuccas, etc., all of which thrive at the coast. 

In creeping plants to overhang the seawall and bind 
the sand, Rosa rugosa, or any of the creeping sorts, 
mesembryanthemums, buffalo grass and Lippia repens; 
the latter will also make a good lawn where it cannot 
receive attention but a portion of the year, as it needs 
no water and will feed on the sea air. In pot or garden 
any of the hydrangeas will thrive splendidly, as will the 
Australian pines, Araucaria by name. The New Zea- 
land flax (Phornium tenax) also rejoices in salt air. 
Once again we must state that almost any plant will 
thrive if not too near the coast. In case of roof gardens 
and porches not in the zone of salt spray, the only 
point to be guarded against is getting plants not easily 
torn by the wind. The list of plants which succeed 
seaside towns is just as extensive as those dor ot 
sections. 


Chrysanthemum Rust. 

W. W. Wells, the English chrysanthemum specialist, 
uses the following remedy for rust: “Half pound each of 
sulphur, soft soap, soot and lime 
bolled for half an hour in one gallon 
pint of paraffine should then be added, and the mixture 
allowed to simmer for a minute or so, care being tak 
to prevent it from boiling over. The dressing should 
be allowed to stand until it gets clear, and may be 
kept in bottles.

Too many well-meaning people plant too y vines 
on their houses for best results. It certainly is not ad~ 
visable to have a house so completely covered with vines 
as to exclude the sun, neither should trees be planted 
so close to the dwelling as to perform the same office. 
It is much more preferable that the sun should shine 


from its direct rays. 

It is not disputed that unhealthy influences are induced 
and fostered in dwellings where proper ventilation is re- 
tarded by dense shade, yet instances are numerous | 
where dwellings heavily shaded were free from disease, | 
while close beside them houses entirely destitute of shade 
were full of it. So that it is quite certain that health 
is largely in the hands of the occupants. Heat is the 
strongest dactor in ventilation, for without it we can 
have no appreciable movement in the atmosphere, and 
where the rays of the sun are permanently intercepted 
by follage of either trees or vines this healthful move- 
ment ig reduced to a minimum.. Nevertheless, it is de- 
sirable (at least exceedingly agreeable) to have some 
shade close to the house, and the decorative beauty of 
foliage and blossom is nowhere more conspicuous, no- 
where more impressive, than when contrasted with the 
harsh and monotonous lines of architecture. 


One of the most important points in camellia culture is 
the need of planting carefully. The plants, if taken 
from pots, should be set out with the surface roots at 
the settled level of the surface soil. If planted too 
deeply they rarely succeed. Temporary shelter should 
be provided for the first summer, after which they may 
be expected to endure normal summer conditions. In 
cultivating the soll about camellias, deep working should | 
be avoided at all seasons. Digging among the roots 
should never be attempted, as most of the feeding roots 
are near the surface, and would inevitably be destroyed. 
A light skimmering of the surface and u top dressing 
of sweet god soil ie ail that is necessary in the way of 
cultivation. The plants need a fair amount of water 
during the summer. The only pruning needed is the re- 
moval of any parts that will tend to make the plants 
crowded with shoots, or Hl-balanced.

New GoOvERNMENT METHODS TAKEN LARGELY 
FROM OLD JEWISH CUSTOMS.

When Secretary Wilson recently issued strict regule- 
tions to govern slaughtering of animals and meat in- 
spection, for interstate and foreign commerce, little did 
the public realize that these United States governmen! 
rules were really taken largely (rom the old Jewish

It would be quite out of place here to try

The utmost caution is taken not only with the “sho- 


het himself, who must be a pious Jew, or at least 
of cood moral character, and bear good testimonials as 
to his ability and knowledge of slaughtering, but also 
with the knife, which is always of a certain length (ac- 


cording to the animal killed), and must always be ex- 
amined before being put to any use, in order to deter- 


mine whether it be “kosher” (clean) or not, the least ' 


notch in its edge being sufficient to render the flesh 
“trepha” (unclean) and unfit for Jewish consumption. 
Right here we may see the humane, as well as the hyegi- 
enic, foundations of the Jewish slaughtering rules, since 
the disregard of a little notch would end ultimately in 
such a bad condition as would render the blade -both 
hard to use and more or less painful to the beast. 


KNIFE USED IN SLAUGHTERING.

The Jewish slaughtering knife is always rectangular, 
like the one in the illustration. This is in accord with 
Jewish law, which forbids pointed slaughtering knives, 
as a humane means of preventing any chance for un- 
necessary suffering. Armed with a right-angled knife, 
the Jewish butcher has no means of using the knife as 
a dirk. 

Other humane provisions appear in the interdiction 
of the slaughtering of a dam and her young on the same 
day, of cattle under eight days old, and of a bird in its 
shell, not to speak of that against cutting off any mem- 
ber of a living animal. 

The act of slaughtering is carried on in large Jew- 
ish abattoirs begins with throwing the animal down 
quickly and deftly, yet quite gently, on one shoulder, by 
iifting one of the hind legs with machinery thus duly 
exposing the throat, and enabling the shoshet to kill 
by & movement that insures the complete effusion of the 
blood, in accordance with the biblical prohibition

[he fact that a blessing, or short prayer, must be said 


by the shoshet before killing, stamps the modern cus- 


tom as a religious act. 

\.ter slaughtering, the carcass of the animal ie most 
minutely and thoroughly examined as to condition of 
heart, liver, lungs and other organs. being pronounced 
“kosher,” or clean, only when found to meet all the de- 
mands di the rabbinic code. 

The general effect of the Jewish slaughtering method 
on the Jews themselves has been both hygienic and 
moral, hygienic, in that it has prevented many diseases 
common to Gentiles, who never examine their meats 
and moral, in that it has made the Jews humane.

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A Child Prodigy. 
A Five-YEAR-OLD COMPOSER OF 
MUSIC AND STORIES.

USICAL text-books relate with awe that at the 
age of 5 Mozart was a skilled virtuoso, who, be- 
sides playing before kings and the foremost mu- 
sical critics of Europe, composed songs, some of which 
were well worth preservation. 

It looks as though this era of child precocity had re- 
turned. Only recently the case of Albert Wiener inter- 
ested the public. He is a youngster of 11 who has just 


entered Tufts College, being the youngest freshman in ideas must 


the history of first-class American colleges. Wiener, 
beside mastering all the elementary studies, is a student 
of philosophy who knows his Huxley and Spencer better 
than the average boy knows his Robinson Crusoe, is an 
expert in Latin, mathematics and chemistry, and is far- 
ther advanced in most of his studies than the best stu- 
dent in the college.

REWARD OF INVENTOR OF CHESS. * 
An Arabian author, Al Sephadi, relates the following 
curious anecdote: 
A mathematician named Sessa, the son of Dahar, the 


subject of an Indian Prince, having invented the game 


of chess, his sovereign was highly pleased with the in- 
vention, and wishing to confer on him some reward 
worthy of his magnificence, desired him to ask whatever 
he thought proper, assuring him that it would be grant- 
ed. The mathematician, however, only asked for a 
grain of wheat for the first square of the chessboard. two 
for the second, four for the third, and so on to the last, 
or sixty-fourth. The prince, at first, was almost in- 
censed at this demand, conceiving that it was ill-suited 
to his liberality. By the advice of his courtiers, how- 
ever, he ordered his vizier to comply with Sessa’s re- 
quest, but the minister was much astonished when, hav- 
ing caused the quantity of wheat necessary to fulfill 


the prince’s order to be calculated, he found that al! the 


grain in the royal granaries, and even all that in those 


of his subjects and in all Asia, would not be sufficient. ° 


He therefore informed the prince, who sent for the 
mathematician and candidly acknowledged that he was 
not rich enough to be able to comply with his demand, 
the ingenuity of which astonished him still more than 
the game he had invented. 

It will be found by calculation that the sixty-fourth 
term of the double progression, beginning with unity, is 
9,223 ,372,036,854,775,808, and the sum of all the terms of 
this double progression beginning with unity, may be 
obtained by doubling the last term and subtracting the 
first from the sum.

dollar, the value of the above quanti bably exceeds 
that of all the riches on the earth.

‘saint is indeed wide and impossible to bridge; the 
closer, however, the line of cleavage is lessened to the 
center line, the nearer we approach a high moral stand- 
ard. Not only ts this true as applied to personal con- 
duct, but its manifestations extend to all business— 
even to the pdultry business, whose votaries are also of 
the earth earthy and no better or worse than the aver- 
age of any community. Every business is, however, sub- 
ject to little devious practices indulged in by the unscru- 
pulous, to which the breeding and selling of poultry- 
breeding stock is no exception. Let us briefly note a few 
of these negative practices. 

As an instance, take the beginner who is about to en- 
gage in the business either for pleasure or for profit, who 
is in the market for sittings of eggs for hatching. Ob- 
viously he will want stock of a good strain, and in read- 
ing the poultry papers, will naturally pick out one 
of several announcements offering eggs from prize-win- 
ning pens. MK he secures what he is paying for, well and 
good; and if dealing with an honest advertiser, he is 
quite apt to run no risks in this direction. But, on the 
other hand, if he falls into the hands of the unscrupu- 
lous, he is quite likely to get almost anything except 
what he bargained for. One case in point: We knew a 
man who wanted a fine line of Buff Cochins. He cor- 
responded with a breeder who told him a fairy story 
about his flock. The breeder finally sold him a sitting of 
eggs dor $20, guaranteeing them to be out of prize-win- 
ning hens. When the chicks appeared, they were all 
strubs—not one of them being anything that even re- 
sembled a prize winner. Of course the newcomer in the 


field was disgusted—the more so when he bragged about 
his blooded stock, and other fanciers, who inspected it, 


informed him, truly enough, that they were a fine line of 
scrubs. This sort of practice is detrimental to the dancy 
and a standing menace to the industry. 

Viewing the situation a step further, take the matter 
of selling day-old incubator-hatched chicks. Here again, 
the reader is often informed that these birds are the 
“get” of eggs from pure-biooded pens of certain breeds. 
As to their real value, it is impossible to learn until 
they develop and approach maturity. Then it is often 
discovered that in place of being pure-blooded stock, 
they are nothing but a collection of mongrels hatched 
from “store eggs," purchased at the current market 
price. Now, if the prospective purchaser would 


|

provided he can secure the use of one or two of 
Brown's hens in the same manner. Undef these condi- 
tions, these two fine specimens of the chicken fraternity, 
pool their issues and presto! what happens? 

Brown comes out of the contest with flying colors, 
winning first, second, third, fourth and fifth on Barred 
Rock males, and possibly first and second on pen. Jones, 
on the other hand, comes down the show alley with a 
smiling countenance, announcing to an incredulous pub- 
lic that he had won first, secohd, third, fourth and fifth 
on females and possibly one or two on pen. It all looks 
good and straight to the public, whom neither Brown 
nor Jones have enlightened as to the little dicker on the 
quiet. Then Brown and Jones, in their own devious 
ways, get busy in the work of exploiting their prize win- 
ners on the market. There is a concerted rush of client- 
fanciers to get possession of either Brown's. blooded 
males or Jones's pure-stock females. 

But the borrowing scheme goes further. It has been 
known, to those strictly on the inside of poultry 
matters, to have been tantamount to a “trust.” It has, 
indeed, resembled, so far as results were concerned, the 
“fixed” horse race or the stacked deck of cards. We 
will suppose, still using the anonymous designations, 
that A, B and C are extensive breeders of White Leg- 
horns in a poultry center like, say, Petaluma. They 
have been regular exhibitors at the San Francisco fix- 
ture. They all appreciate that to win all awards and 
special prizes in their class at this show, possesses a 
commercial value of the first importance. But to have 
these awards split up among all three reduces that im- 
portance correspondingly. ‘To obviate any such calam- 
ity, B and C agree to loan all (ie birds out of their flocks 
that will insure to A a complete winning down the line. 
To make the division of the spoils equal, A agrees with 


C to observe identical conditions for the year following, | 


while for the third year A and B return the compliment 
to C. In this way each one’s stock receives a prestige 
gnd is given an advertising value that it would be im- 
possible to secure if all went in direct competition with 
each other. This is not a hypothetical case, and has 
been known to occur on a number of occasions 
in two or three of the big eastern shows. So pro- 
nounced hag the practice become that the American 
Poultry Association has been forced to recognize the 
evil and institute drastic measures to stop it. In the 
new constitution now under consideration by that body, 
any exhibitors known to combine in this manner to the 
restraint and detriment of honest competition and the 
“square deal,” will be debarred from exhibiting at any 
and all shows held under the jurisdiction of the national 
organization. 

In conclusion it is pleasant to note that the Los An- 
geles show has been reasonably (tree from these dishon- 
est practices, though not wholly exempt from incidents 
that have not been above criticism. The Times is in- 
formed that under the present management a strenuous 
effort is to be made to return to the palmy days of the 
showroom, when the fanciers and breeders entered their 
fine birds with the honest conviction that they were to 
have a fair field and no favors. In other words, that the 
element of jobbery and chicanery was then unknown; 
when every bird entered was the property without ques- 
tion ot the exhibitor in fact as well as in name: and 
when the specimen won on its individal merits, irrespec- 
tive of whom the owner might be.

One of the most reprehensible practices is that of sell- 


tng the prize winners of a given show to “Tom, Dick and 
Harry.” This is frequently done in the following man- 
ner: A breeder receives an inquiry from a correspon- 
dent wanting a certain number of birds for breeding or 
show purposes, and appreciating that it is to his inter- 
ests to have only the best that money will buy he natu- 
rally seeks to secure the possession of birds that have 
withstood the test of the showroom. The owner, in his 
anxiety to secure the customer's simoleons, realizes that 
he cannot be honest and sell his blue-ribbon birds to all 
who want them. In this emergency, he simply makes 
selections from the better birds in his yards and fills 
each order in rotation. Once in a while he runs against 
a snag, as the purchaser will demand that the ribbons 
go with the birds. In this case, it is only a matter of 
a goodly supply of ribbons, which, of course, are diffi- 
cult to get. On two occasions in the writer's experi- 
ence as secretary of a show, he has been approached to 
dispose of any ribbons which he may have had on hand 
after the awards had all been put up. The use to which 
the ribbons were to be put was, of course, obvious. In 
the matter of a score-card show, this difficulty is more 
easily overcome. Blank score cards are to be easily ob- 
tained of the printer or from some eastern supply house, 
and then, with lead pencil or pen in hand, they can be 
easily filled out and some judge’s name affixed thereto. 
The loaning of birds from one breeder to another, 
with a view to showing the same and winning premiums 
thereon, is a practice which has been more or less in 
vogue for several years, even among what are known as 
reputable breeders. Usually it is done to obviate sharp 
competition.

“Native Beneficial Insects. 


R. HOWARD, the chief of the Entomological Bureau 

at Washington, is a firm believer in the policy of 
playing one Insect against another in our fruit orchards 
end will give able assistance to the curators of the 
California insectory at Sacramento to that end. This 
State now has two additional officers, capable men, who 
ere In the field every day collecting native parasites and 
otherwise aiding the State Horticultural Commission. 
These gentlemen are not preaching independence from 
insect remedies as now applied, but are working to aid 
the growers by the study and distribution of beneficial 
insects, If, happily, new parasites may be found or old 
ones coaxed into such efficacy as that of the Vedalia 
these ¢driends of the parasitic remedies will be the first 
to advise the growers to depend upon these insect 
friends. Until that time, enthusiasm for parasitic insect 
work must be tempered with discretion, and the time- 
tried remedies of spraying and fumigation continued, 


Misinformation Offered. 

N Ontario paper makes the remarkable statement 

“that it is well known that Los Angeles county does 
little or nothing to rid their orchards of these little 
(insect) pests.” In the Whittier district alone 29,054 
full-bearing citrus trees were fumigated and 2500 sprayed 
during the months of August and September last, and 
the work in this county had but fairly begun. . Further- 
more, during the month of September, this year, 110,540 
bearing citrus trees were fumigated in the Covina dis- 
trict. The firm of Stowell & Company are now operat- 
ing more fumigating outfits than all the San Bernardino 
fumigators combined, and there are thirty-four com- 
plete tent outfits at work in Los Angeles county at this 
time. And this is no intimation that San Bernardino 
county is not doing its full duty in the extermination 
of insect pests. On the contrary, under the able direc- 
tion of S. A. Pease, that county is getting most efficient 
service, unsurpassed by any other in the State.

Useful Fungicide. 


AJ. k. W. JONES of San Gabriel has given a dem- 

onstration of the effect of Bordeaux mixture upon 
a fungous disease that has attacked one of his favorite | 
live oaks. Some of the larger branches had become 
white with the growth, but the application of this 
spray has destroyed the growth wherever the liquid | 
came in contact with it. From specimens which I sent | 
to the Labratory of Plant Pathology at Washington | 
this fungus has been determined to be a new species.

and owner of the row of infested trees would not give 
bis name. This avenue of pepper trees in the city has 
been so badly covered with scale for the last two years 
that the trees came near dying in spite of the fact 
that numerous colonies of scutellista had been placed 
thereon. I procured from these treés ten shoe cases of 
branches last July containing millions of parasitized 
scale and sent them to the State Insectory at Sacra- 
mento, and yet this scale is as bad“ as ever. It is fair 
to say that in a half day's search in that part of town 
for more materia! I could not find another lot of pep- 


pers with more than a trace of scale upon them. If 


any one can explain this phenomenon I shall be glad 
to publish the eXplanation. While we are thinking of 
the scutellista, Dr. Howard informed me last week that 
one of the original importations of this fly from 
Africa, thought for years to have failed was later found 


upon the wax scale at Mobile, miles from the point of

The Calceolaria.

It likes, however, a good deal 
of air and does best when it is allowed k wide breathing 
space.

In the American Magazine, recently, Dr. Leonard 
Keene Hirshberg had an article on “Popular Medical 
Fallacies.” Sof of his statements are correct, others 
are wrong. He punctures the popular idea that a boil re- 
moves morbid matter from the system, and tones it up. 
This may be, but when he goes to the extreme of claim- 
ing that a boil is a local excitement, due purely to in- 
fection, and that it may be caused by a rebellious hair 
or a scrateh, the editor says this is beyond the pale of 
reason, for in that case everybody would have a boil at 
least once a month, or more frequently. 

Dr. Hirshberg shows that the virtues attributable to 
flax-seed poultices are due simply to the water they con- 
tain, and that equally good results may be obtained by 
the use of water straight. This is doubtless true, except 
that water will keep the poultice moist longer. Plain 
water has vast power. Hence the value of hydropathy. 

Another old-time remedy, that owed all of its virtue 
to hot water, was sage tea. This is true of all other 
herb teas. Beef “tea” as Dr. Hirshberg truthfully de-

All they do 
to help is to keep the patient clean and comfortable and 
give him plenty of nourishment and air. The use of 
drugs is well-nigh abandoned, the body fights its battle 
alone, and six or eight times out of ten it wins. 

“Typhoid and tuberculosis are certainly serious dis- 
eases, and yet all the physician can do is to give nature 
an opportunity to effect a cure, under the most favorable 
possible conditions. The germ of consumption is proof
